DISTURBS BT SHOUTING. 


The negro first attracted the atten- 


tion of neighbors by shouting-about 3 
o'clock 
In 
the morning. 
He grew 


more violent toward 
5 o'clock 
and 


alarmed neighbors came out to in- 
vestigate. 
The negro began to shoot 


and calls immediately were sent to 
the police. 


The first shot Is said to have been 


fired by Mrs. Mclrityre at Mrs,. "Wil- 
liam Bedford, a negress, who was feed- 
Ing chickens In the rear of her homo 
next door 
to 
the llclntyres. Mrs. 


Mclntyre used a rifle. 
Bedford, who 


Is white, came out with a revolver, 
but was driven In. 


Neither ho nor his wife was -wound- 
ed. 


Mclntyre's wife is supposed to have 


assisted him by reloading his weapons. 
A cartridge belt was found around 
her waist similar to one worn by her 
husband. 
Tho negro -fired with de- 


liberation, almost as though at target 
practice. 


After the neighbors became aroused 


. I t was not long until squads of police 


flocked to the scene, headed by Chief 
Hcaloy himself.

The first detail of twelve policemen 


under Lieutenant Wesley Westbrook 
attempted to storm the house with

For a time the negro 
ceased to fire and It was thought that 
he was dead, but when a Dollcoiriah 
tried the door he reopened fire, going

Appeal of Revolutionist From 


Treason Conviction Is 


Dismissed. 


LONDON, July IS.—Without-hear- 


ing the attorneys for the crown, the 
Court of Criminal Appeal today dis- 
missed Sir Roger. Casement's appeal 
from the verdict of the lower court, 
which -found him guilty of treason, 
for which Viscount Reading, the- lord 
chief justice, sentenced him to death. 


.For a day and a half Alexander 


Sullivan, Sir Roger's counsel, argued 
before the court, quoting many au- 
thorities in favor of his contention 
that the 'offense of treason depended 
upon whether the ''accused- dwelt-un- 
dec__the^prpjt,ept.lon..of the king and 
thatithe crime would not be commuted 
without the realm. 
He abandoned 


his other points In.regard to the lord 
chief justice's definition of the of- 
fense. 
. 
. ' , ' . , 


' As soon as Sullivan had concluded 
his argument the court retired 
to 


consider whether the, attorneys for 
the crown would be called on to re- 
ply. 
It.soon decided to the .contrary, 


which indicated that the appeal had 
gone against Sir Roger, who was 
present 
during the 
argument 
and 


when Judgment was given. 


A further appeal to the House of 


Lords Is possibly only If the attor- 
ney-general gives a certificate that 
the decision of the Court of Criminal 
Appeal involves a point of law so ex- 
ceptionally' important that it- is de- 
sirable in the' public Interest that a 
stll! higher court should deal with It. 
This has been done only-twice since 
the Court of Criminal Appeal was 
established eight years ago. 


Justice Darling, In- delivering the 


judgment, expressed the indebtedness 
of the court to Sullivan for his well-' 
considered and well-delivered argu- 
ments, as the Justice characterized 
them, adding that they were worthy 
of the best traditions of the King's 
courts, but he declared that they had 
been answered 
by the attorneys of 


the crown at the first trial. 


Attorney Michael-Francis Doyle of

expressed 
an opinion today 


that it was improbable the attorney- 
general would certify tho case for 


I appeal to the House of Lords, as the 
' appeal court did not consider it neces- 
sary to hear argument for the gov- 
ernment.

NE,W YORK, July tS. — Kaiser 


Wilhelm Is far from being the hag- 
gard, worn old man he lias been pic- 
tured recr-ntly—he is Iiale and hearty, 
sunburned and tireless and absolute- 
ly confident of Teutonic success. 


This was tho word brought back to 


the United States today by Judge-Al- 
fred K. Nippert, common pleas judge In 
Cincinnati, who has been in Germany 
for three months and who, on June 
24, enjoyed an opportunity to study 
the German emperor throughout an 
entire evening: when he was his guest 
at the front. 


"I was tlie Kaiser's guest at the 


grand 
headquarters 
in the. west," 


Judge Nippert said, on arrival here 
on. the steamer Frederick VIII. 
"1 


took dinner with him at 8 o'clock 
and was with him until midnight. I 
was surprised at his aupearuuce. 
I 


had expected, according to continen- 
tal newspapers, to.see a man haggard, 
worn and•• decrepit. 
Of. course, the 


Kaiser is 57 years of age now and his 
hair would naturally be a little gray, 
but I saw a man whose face was sun- 
burned and flushed with health. 
He 


walked me up and down in his gar- 
den for two hours—and nearly walked 
me off my feet." 


Nippert went abroad as represent- 


ative of the German societies of the 
United States, who ure trying to re- 
build East Prussia after the ravages 
suffered by tlie Cossack invasion.

THE PRICE OF GROSS NEGLECT. 


We published on1 this page yesterday a letter 


from a soldier at Calexico describing conditions 
among the regular troops and the militia on the 
California-Mexico border. If the miserable state 
of affairs was not so serious it would be laugh- 
able. One mule as mount for a regiment of a 
thousand cavalry; two medical officers, one a 
veterinary, for two or three thousand men fguns 
of a twenty-years-ago model with a few rounds 
of ammunition made twelve years ago and which 
will be impossible to replace when exhausted, be: 
cause the munition factories are no longer mak- 
ing the type and calibre; the men in woolen uni- 
forms with the temperature 116 in the shade. 


The condition is the more serious because it 


is typical of many other posts along the entire 
Mexican border. We find this statement in the 
report of a correspondent of the Chicago Trib.- 
une regarding the Illinois national guard: "Our 
troops—the machine gun boys—arrived with no 
guns, ammunition or rifles, and it was due only 
to the patriotism of a few of Chicago's citizens, 
who subscribed and paid for five rap'id firers of 
the latest type, that the troop got its guns the 
latter part of last week. Its rifles were supplied 
by the government only yesterday." It is over a 
month since the militia was ordered mobilized 
and half of it is not yet ready to start for the 
border. 


We should thank our lucky stars that Car- 


ranza was weak.enough to be impressed with a 
display of apparent determination to use force 
and that he did not wait to be shown how un- 
ready we really are. 


PRESIDENT WILSON ON SOVEREIGNTY. 
We take pleasure in presenting herewith two 


views of the President respecting the sovereignty 
of Mexico. If they are widely divergent we are 
in no wise to blame, for we take them from the 
official and public record of Mr. Wilson. 
The 


first is from his message to Congress in 1913 
and is his apology for then "butting in" in the 
affairs of Mexico. Itjfollows: 


There can be no certain prospect of peace in 


^America until General Huerta lias surrendered his 
usurped authority in Mexico; until it is understood 
011 all hands, indeed, tliat such pretended Govern- 
ments'will not be countenanced or dealt with by the 
United States. 
\Vo are the friends of constitutional 


government in America. 
Wo are 
more than ita 


friends, wo are its champions; because in no other 
way can our neighbors, to whom we would wish in 
every way to make proof of our friendship, work 
out their own development in peace and liberty. 


Mexico has no government. The attempt to main- 


tain one at .the city of Mexico has broken down, aud 
a mere military despotism 'lias been set up which haa 
hardly more than the semblance of national author- 
ity. 
It originated in the- usurpation o'f Victorlsmo 


Hnerta, who, after a brief attempt to play the part 
of constitutional president, has at last cast aside even 
the pretence of legal 
right 
and declared himself 


dictator.

. 


As a consequence a. condition of affairs exists in 


Mexico which has made it doubtful whether even the 
most elementary and fundamental1'rights either of 
he'r own- people or of the citizens of other countries ' 
resident witliln her territory can long be successfully 
safeguarded, and wliich threatens, if long continued, 
to imperil the Interests of peace, order and tolerable 
life in the lands immediately to the south of us. 


Even if the usurper liad succeeded In hig purposes, 


In despite of the Constitution of the republic and 
the rights of its people, ho would have set up nothing 


• but iv precarious and 
hateful power, which could 


have lasted but a little while, and -whoso eventual 
downfall would have left the country in a more do- . 
plorable condition than ever. 


But tie has not succeeded. He has forfeited the 


respect and moral support even of those who were at 
one time willing to see him succeed. 
little by little 


he has been completely isolated. 
By a, Httle every 


day his power and prestige are crumbling and the 
collapse is not far away.. We shall not, I believe, be 
obliged to alter our.policy of watchful waiting. 
The second statement is from the President's 


speech in Detroit July 10th, and, as Mr. Wilson 
ixpressly stated] was for the especial benefit of 
'butters-in." It reads: 


What makes Mexico suspicious of, us Is -that she 


does not believe as yet that we want to serve lier. 
She believes we want to possess her. And she has 
justification for the belief hi the way in wliich some 
of our fellow-citizens have tried to exploit her privi- 
leges and possessions. , For my part,,! will not serve 
the ambitions of those gentlemen, but I will try. to 
serve all America, so far as intercourse with,Mexico 
is concerned, by trying to servo Mexico herself. 


There are some tilings that are not debatable. Of 


course, we have got to defend our border. That goes 
without saying. Of course, we must make good e*ur 
own sovereignty, but we must respect the sovereignty 
of Mexico. 
I am one of those—I have sometimes 


suspected tliat there were not many of them—who 
believe absolutely in the Virginia bill of rights, which 
says that a. people have the right to do anything they 
please with their own country and their own govern- 
ment.. 


I am old-fashioned enough to believe that, and I 


am going U> stand by those gentlemen who wish to 
believe that- That is for the benefit of "butters-in." 
Now, I use thai as an illustration, my fellow-citizens. 
We are also blameless if the fact that present 


conditions in Mexico are infinitely worse than 
they were when Mr. Wilson declared Mexico hao 
no government and that the "Usurper" Huerta 
must be driven out of power, renders it more dif- 
ficult to reconcile these two views:

THE HYBRID REVENUE BILL 


"Thua bad begins and worse remains 


behind." 
Tho Democratic revenue bill 


introduced In the House on Saturday is 
unquestionably bad, and worse Is the 
manner in which it la proposed to "jam 
It through" without opportunity for ade- 
quate consideration or discussion. 


It is reported that the Democratic ma- 


jority of the ways and means commit- 
tee will not submit the measure to their 
o-epubllcan colleagues until Wednesday, 
th'at It will be brought up on Thursday 
under a spe'cial rule restricting debate 
so that it can be' voted on by next Satur- 
day night. 


The measure Is a medley of anti-Demo- 


cratic protective tariff and of socialistic 
taxes on wealth, Incomes, occupations and 
Industries, with an Intenmingllng of abso- 
lutely original grotesque suggestions. The 
much 
heralded 
"anti-dumping" clause 


consists of an artless proposal to subject 
to fine and Imprisonment any fellow who 
sells foreign goods here at a price below 
that prevailing abroad at the time of 
their exportation to the United States. 


Possible fluctuations In values between 


the time of exportation and the date of 
selling.Is calmly ignored. However, there 


Is a "provided" between the Importer and 
the yawning Jail doors. He will be locked 
up "provided that such act or acts be, 
done without the Intent of destroying or 
Injuring an Industry In the United States" 
—so that the prevention of "dumping" 
after all hinges on a question of "Intent!" 


The most unpopular feature of the bill 


will probably be raising the normal tax 
from one 'per cent to two per cent' on 
all incomes above the three or four thou- 
sand dollars exemption. That Is to say, 
the great majority of citizens will find 
their tax doubled. The change in surtax 
upon larger' Incomes will Interest fewer 
persons. All the old .war revenue taxes 
are retained with the exception' of the 
abolition of adhesive stamps on notes and 
other documents. 
* 


Framers of tax laws usually strive to 


avoid putting Imposts upon business pro- 
cesses and upon Industries. Kramers of 
this bill are not hampered by regard for 
princlplos. This'Is evident In tho proposal 
to tax manufacturers of munitions on 
their gross receipts In excess of ten per 
cent net profit and to put an arbitrary 
progressive tax on the gross receipts of 
copper smelting firms and corporations. 
—New York.Herald.

Eepresentative James Hay of Virginia, who 


has just been nominated for a judgeship in the 
United States Court of Claims, has been a'mem- 
oer of Congress for twenty years and has a rec- 
ord of honorable service and display of ability in 
dealing with matters of national legislation. It 
is unfortunate, however, that the President did 
not' remove him from the chairmanship of the 
military affairs committee before he had an 
opportunity to dictate the general army bill, with 
its federal militia feature. It would have been 
better for the country in this crisis if Mr'. Hay 
had been elevated to the bench earlier" arid Mr. 
Lindley M. Garrison retained as secretary of war, 
since one of them had to retire fronroffice.

Stated another way, the purchas- 
ing power of the pound sterling, normally $4,88, 
has fallen to $2.96.'

News, but "to tho people of tho west and 
southwest It Is common If not provincial. 
The price of "n. quarter" Is seldom used. 
It is Invariably "two bits." 
It is much 


easier to say "six bits" than 75 cents. 


Explanation of the origin of the term 


"bit" comes from the reference to the 
monetary system in 1792, when the Span- 
ish rallied dollar became 
the 
unit of 


money. At that time there happened to 
be, coined under 
Spanish authority a 


piece of silver for Mexico representing 
the eighth paxt of a dollar called a "real" 
after the 'name of a coin In Spain and 
with the same value as tho early Ameri- 
can shilling. Yankees used tho shilling 
as a common expression, and some can 
remember when fannera In the central 
and eastern states employed tlieir extra. 
help at sb many 
shillings a day. 
six- 


eight, ten and twelve shillings was heard 
In all lines of trade. 


and the southwestern part of the United 
States they found that dos reales of the 
Mexican waa equivalent to two shillings 
in the United States. 
Later dos reales 


became as common as a quarter. Amer- 
icans have absorbed very few Spanish 
words. While the language Is filled with 
German a'nd French words,- few Spanish 
words were found. The American never 
learned to say dos reales and ho might 
have Americanized that amount by say- 
Ing "two bits." 
Hence It may bo that 


"two hits" is of southwestern and not 
eastern origin.
